GREAT deal is said about the 
modern use of color; of changed 
lines and designs created in 
terms distinctly different from all that 
has gone before. These three elements 
are in the foreground of the new 
movement in art as well as interior 


-aecoration, and should have as much 


consideration as we care to give to 


them. They are the chief characteris~ 
tics of up-to-dateness, comparable to 
such definite changes in style as the 
princess line and long skirts after a 
period of exact opposites. And it is 
perfectly natural to find them so 
dramatic in their newness that they 
almost make us forget two simple 
changes which are equally im»ortant 
in matters of decoration, although 
they are not so obvious. 

Order and Emphasis, for example, 
are two modernization secrets which 
can be employed with very decorative 
results in schemes which are not par- 
ticularly modern. Without necessarily 
fading much that is new te our 
possessions, withoute discarding much 
that is old, we can use these two fac- 
tors to work wondrous changes in the 
general plan of rooms. 

In the breakfast room of the photo- 
graph our point is illustrated in terms 
that all can understand and apply in 
some measure in every room in the 
house. For here there is not a strictly 
modern piece in the entire ‘collection 
of furnishings. The etchings do not 
represent modern subjects. The floor 
covering is not a new design. Yet at 
first glance we would classify the room 


a: very pleasantly modern. 


This comes about chiefly through 
the er and regularity with which 
the etchings are grouped—a very ef- 
fective manner of hanging a number 

fine etchings or other prints, by the 


ay. The wide mats and_ simple 
frames, in separating each picture 
from its neighbors, prevent any ap- 


pearance of crowding on the wall, and 
the precision of the arrangement is in 
good balance with the other elements 
of design. : 

In the library, too, the fine line- 
work of etchings and their restrained 
tone would be in smart contrast to 
the tapestried effect of bookshelves, 
where the richness of the varied bind- 
ings furnishes ample color in the room. 
Another part of the house which would 
welcome etchings or framed prints 
hung closely together, in orderly ar- 
rangement, is the hallway, where the 
formation of the group may follow the 
line of the staircase. But to hang pic- 
tures “stepwise” on any other wall than 
that which follows the stairs would be 
to violate the principle of restfulness 
and unity in decoration. ,In general 
the placing of pictures should always 

«be with respect to the architectural 
lines of the room. 

In the setting illustrated, the crisp 
black and whiteness of the patterned 
floor sets the keynote of design for the 
room, and finds an echo in the con- 
trast of the white porcelain objects 
against the dark background of the 
cabinet. and in the vase of crystal. The 
seats of the chairs for such a room 
might be covered in almost any ef- 
fective color—a rich plain green, either 
suede cloth, rep or antique satin; or 
one of these fabrics in another shade 
such as bronze-henna, or a striking 
blue. And, if desired, the bric-a-brac 
might accent this dominant color and 
introduce others that are complemen- 
tary. 

Or, reversing the emphasis, we 
might use a plain floor covering with 
chair seats upholstered in one of the 
new modern fabrics having a‘ definite

and colorful design, its hues reflected 
by the objects of art in the cabinet 
on the table. Both 3chemes are ex- 
ceedingly simple, yet they possess a 
great deal of charactcr and the modern 
viewpoint. 

Similarly, order and emphasis—in 
the new meaning of both terms— 
might be carried into each room in 
the home, here eliminating non-essen- 
tials in decoration, there pruning off 
the furbelows which, although quite 
all right in their time, are out of fash- 
jon now; substituting for indefindte 
chlor schemes those whiten are typical 
of the clear, clean, fress modern éreat- 
ments; reframing pictures where pres- 
ent frames are ornate and out of char- 


acter with the modern theme; more 
important, still—rehanging them in 


up-to-date formations, with wires and 
nails concealed of course. 

In the well furnishe? home mirrors 
fulfil many functicns: They are the 
ever useful “looking glasses;” they re- 
peat delightful bits of cotor and mo- 
tion In the room; they add to the feel- 
ing of spaciousness; and, by reflection, 
they double the ght, returning it 
cheerfally whence it came. Modern 
decoration finds mirrors admirably 
suited to the simplicity of the new 
schemes, which need this subtle ac- 
cent by reflection to repeat the charm 
of a brand-new outline, a daring color 
theme or a fascinating pattern. 

A great deal can be learned about 
adapting new ideas ‘to old furnish- 
ings by visiting the modern sections 
in different stores and studios, observ- 
ing new arrangements of such simple 
decorative thihgs as books, smoking 
accessories, objects for the cabinet; the 
new cushions, which are invariably 
tailored—rarely elaborate now; the lat- 
est trend in color and design; new 
table service—all items of decoration 
which can be changed and suited to 
the present mode at a cost so reason- 
able that it would scarcely be felt in 
the average household. Instead of com- 
pletely overturning present decorative 
schemes, these subtle changes can be 
made from week to week, if desired, a 
plan which assures each successive im- 
provement of its full measure of appre- 
ciation. 

If one is a bit uncertain about one’s 
personal ideas on the subject, it may 
be well to consult a conscientious 
decorator, our Home Decoration De- 
partmenf, or the advisor which most 
stores provide for their home furnish- 
ing departments. In a number of de- 
partments special training on this very 
subject has been given to clerks so 


that they may interpret intelligently, 


the needs of the buyer who wants to 
bring her rooms into line with that 
which is new without entirely remodel- 
ing or refurnishing. This source of 
help often proves most convenient, 
since there is full opportunity for per- 
sonal discussion. 


The Tender Cuts of 
Meats 


HE fairly tender cuts of beef are 
suitable for roasting and baking. 
These are the ribs, chuck and 


rump. The ribs are prime favorites. 
The most tender ribs are from the 
sixth to the twelfth (inclusive), count- 
ing from the head. The first five ribs 
from the head is known as the chuck. 
This costs less than a rib roast and is 
good value for a large family. The 
standing ribs carve to the best advan- 
tage. The pin bone, which is in the 
loin, is another cut that makes a de- 
sirable roast if the family is large. 
The rump is located around the pel- 
vic bone and makes a good roast if 
the animal is not a tough one. It 
makes a good pot roast. The cross rib 
makes an excellent pot roast and there 
is no waste, Other cuts for pot roast 
are the brisket (which is the lower 
end of the chuck), the round and the 
flank (lower end of loin).
